1 will, in the following’ pages, try my best fo give all beginners my ier how to 
Tea the Gopnet properly from the cummocncewent, so pears pay attention (o all Tsay. 
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‘ny ppl, (ake your Cornst firmly in your left hand, and he careful to pines the mouth- 
piece right in tho centre of the lins. which you must have closed, Above all things, bo carefil mot to 
Pat the mouth-pleee ui the skle of the mouth. Wis alnost inpessible to get a proper embowchure ly so 
ving. Gonaguenty, Af you Gt yur moulhepicee shifting. Grom the centre uf te Lips to the vide, da1't 
tllow it Uo be obstinate, nt put it in its right place. IL may bo difficult at first, but porseveee, and af 
tee yout have overcome this point you will reap the benefit of my advice, Be careful to put tho 
Hips of your fingers on the tips of the Pistons and always keep them there: after you. have mide con- 
Alilernbte peogeess you will seo how exsily. yor will use the Pisthus aud how geacefal UC looks. If you 
thservs Connet playeen closely, you will Find that insend of wsing the tips of the fingers, most of thom 
placo thotr fingers right over the valves and wse the fingers from the first joint. 

Now, another ploee of advice: alas stand while practicing. and never allow the bell of the Cornet 
to descend, alvays keoping it parallel with the mose or thereabont

I have no patience with such peoples 
they never clo anything ereditnbly, ail it takes them trice as long to learn angthing preperts.. Those 
who, sfidly. from this book will find the first lessons very. tedious, bul yet very beneficial

Please notice tho different fingosing for the same note, for instance, C sharp below the Hine, ia 
rate with all three fingers dovin al the sane tine, while © sharp in the! third space ix made vith 
Ue flrat and second fingers only. R flat and D sharp aes Gogered the sane, with the second {hx- 
ger whon you meet them om tho fourth lin» and fourth apace, but when on che first Ine wid below 
tho' lina, tty are made with the steond and third fingers. flat above the line,and F sharp on. the 
HUN Lite, aro made with’ the second finger, but when they come 'elow the Hine they are made with all 
roe fingers down, Bflat and A sharp aro mace with the first finger. When in doubt about the foyer 
Ing of n note, reer to the Chromstic Scale. It will savé the popil many lessons from Cornet toncherm if
